Patent 6,758,345 to Heinig, Jr. discloses the shared special technical feature of an 
activated alumina support (see lines 6-12 of col. 6) including silver particles having a 
size up to 150 nm (e.g., silver ions mentioned on lines 32-40 of col. 6). Applicant should 
note that the range of "up to 1 50 nm" is equivalent to the range of 0-1 50 nm which 
would include particles such as the silver ions mentioned in the Heinig reference. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention.
